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Salem  College  began  it's  history  in  1 766  when  the  Moravians 
established  the  village  of  Salem.  Sixteen  girls,  one  of  whom 
was  seventeen  year  old  Elizabeth  Oesterlein,  walked  the  500 
miles  from  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania  to  become  members  of 
the  new  community,  in  1772,  believing  in  the  radical  view 
that  women  deserved  an  education  equal  to  men,  a  school 
was  begun  by  the  Moravians  for  girls.  The  first  teacher  would 
be  Elizabeth  Oesterlein.  As  a  result  of  the  Moravian  beliefs, 
Salem  College  ranks  as  the  oldest  women's  college  in  the 
United  States  of  America.
